1. SUMMARY: AT FEBRUARY 28 SESSION, CND CONSIDERED 
PROGRAMOF WORK AND RESOLUTIONS. IT DECIDED PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA FOR NEXT REGULAR SESSION, EXPRESSED WISH TO ECOSOC 
THAT NEXT REGULAR SESSION LAST TWO WEEKS AND ADOPTED RESOLU- 
TIONS CALLING FOR REDUCTION OF SUMMARY RECORDS AND FOR GOVERN- 
MENTS TO GIVE URGENT ATTENTION TO ABUSE OF CUSTOMS TRANSIT 
SYSTEMS BY DRUG SMUGGLERS. RESOLUTION ON COCA-LEAF ADOPTED 
FEB 28 BY CND ALSO NOTED HEREIN. END SUMMARY 

2. PROVISIONAL AGENDA - AFTER DISCUSSION OF TOPICS AND 
PRIORITIES, COMMISSION DECIDED PROVISIONAL AGENDA FOR NEXT 
REGULAR SESSION WOULD INCLUDE, IN ADDITION TO REGULAR AGENDA, 
FOLLOWING PRIORITY ITEMS: ILLICIT TRAFFIC, DRUG ABUSE, INCB 
REPORT. REVISION OF ANNUAL FORMS, OPERATIONS OF UNFDAC, 
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ON CANNABIS AND CHEMISTRY OF KHAT, REPORT OF DND AND 
REPORT OF WHO. 

3. LENGTH OF NEXT SESSION - IN VIEW OF PREVIOUS CND 

ADOPTION RESOLUTION PROVIDING THAT REGULAR SESSION FOLLOWING 
SPECIAL SESSION MAY BE REDUCED BY CND TO TWO WEEKS DURATION 
(REFPORTED REFTEL) SEVERAL DELEGATES INQUIRED RE PROPOSED LENGTH 
NEXT REGULAR SESSION IN 1975. CHAIRMAN EXPLAINED THAT CND REOLU- 
TION NOT EFFECTIVE UNTIL ADOPTED BY ECOSOC SO NEXT SESSION 
WOULD BE REGULAR THREE WEEK SESSION. SINCE SEVERAL MEMBERS 
DEMURRED, CHAIRMAN TOOK VOTE ON QUESTION OF NEXT REGULAR SESSION 
LASTING TWO WEEKS. VOTE WAS 17(US) IN FAVOR. ONE OPPOSED AND 
TEN ABSTAINING. US REP, IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE, NOTED EXTENSIVE 
AGENDA FOR NEXT SESSION AND SUGGESTED THAT TO COMPLETE ITS 
WORK, CND WOULD HAVE TO KEEP FORMATILITIES AND GENERAL DEBATE 
TO MINIMUM. 

4. REDUCTION OF SUMMARY RECORDS - US COSPONSORED 

WITH CANADA, EGYPT, INDIA, PERU, SWITZERLAND, TOGO, TURKEY, 

UK AND YUGOSLAVIA RESOLUTION (E/CN.7/L.376) RECALLING 
ECOSOC RESOLUTION REQUESTING SUBSIDIARY ORGANS TO CONSIDER 
DISPENSING WITH SUMMARY RECORDS, RECOGNIZING NEED TO 
REDUCE EXPENSE OF DOCUMENTATION, DECIDING THAT SUMMARY 
RECORDS FOR FUTURE SESSIONS BE KEPT TO MINIMUM AND DECID- 
ING FURTHER THAT COMMISSION WILL DETERMINE AT BEGINNING OF 
EACH SESSION WHICH AGENDA ITEMS ARE TO BE INCLUDED IN 
SUMMARY RECORDS. AFTER MINOR CHANGE IN WORDING, RESOLU- 
TION WAS ADOPTED BY 27(US) VOTES IN FAVOR, NONE AGAINST 
AND NO ABSTENTIONS. 

5. TIR SYSTEM - US COSPONSORED WITH FRANCE AND PAKISTAN 
RESOLUTION (E/CN.7/L.372 REV 1) RECOMMENDING GOVERNMENTS 
GIVE URGENT ATTENTION TO ABUSE OF CUSTOMS TRANSIT SYSTEMS BY 
DRUG SMUGGLERS, RECOMMENDING GOVERNMENTS ENSURE MOST 
EXPEDITIOUS AND FULL EXCHANGES OF INFORMATION ON SUBJECT, AND 
REMINDING GOVERNMENTS OF OBLIGATION INFORM SYG PROMPTLY 

OF ILLICIT TRAFFIC CASES OF INTERNATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE. AFTER 
LENGTHYDEBATE WHICH SHOWED CONSENSUS IN FAVOR SEVERAL MINOR 
CHANGES, USSR CALLED FOR VOTE. RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED ON 
SHOW OF HANDS BY 22(US) IN FAVOR, NONE AGAINST AND FOUR ABSTEN 
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TIONS (KENYA, USSR, HUNGARY). 

6. COCA LEAF - ON MORNING FEBRUARY 28, CND CONSIDERED 
RESOLUTION ON CULTIVATION ANDCHEWING OF COCA-LEAF 
(E/CN.7/L. 373/ADD 7) COSPONSORED BY USG AT FRENCH 

REQUEST WHICH RECOMMENDED TO GOVERNMENTS CONCERNED TO 
INTENSIFY MEASURES DESIGNED TO REDUCE COCA-CULTIVATION, TO 
ELIMINATE CLANDESTINE MANUFACTURE OF AND ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN 
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COCAINE AND, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 1961 CONVENTION, TO 
ABOLISH COCA-LEAF CHEWING IF POSSIBLE BEFORE EXPIRY OF 25 
YEARS PROVIDED FOR IN ARTICLE 49 OF 1961 CONVENTION. IT 
ALSO RECOMMENDED INTENSIFICATION OF REGIONAL COOPERATION 
BY COUNTRIES CONCERNED AND INVITED ALL STATES AND THE COM- 
PETENT INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES AND BODIES TO COOPERATE WITH 
GOVERNMENTS CONCERNED IN SEARCH FOR SOLUTION.
